LAST MONTH THE QUEBEC PROVINCIAL 

government flipped the bird to the 

pesticide industry and proposed a 

ban on 28 pesticides. The new regu- 

lations, which solicited a promise of 

a lawsuit from a weedkiller con- 

glomerate, will become law on Sept. 

3, imposing fines of up to $30,000 for 

violations. 

This gutsy move got us at SEE 
Magazine wondering whether our 
provincial government, so accus- 
tomed to doing things its own way, 
might consider a similar action. 

The short answer we received 
from Alberta Environment was: no. 
But our Québécois confreres and 
consoeurs are nonetheless blazing a 
trail toward reduced pesticide use in 
the ROC. 

“Quebec has been out in front of 
other provinces for sure,” said Janet 
McLean, the Pesticide Program man- 
ager for Alberta Environment. 
“They’ve got some innovative 
ideas.” 

Although she points out that some 
of the pesticides on Quebec's list are 
already banned in Canada, McLean 
says that Quebec's actions provide - 
an opportunity for the other 
provinces and the feds to structure 

their own campaigns on Quebec's 
successes and failures. 

Currently Alberta Environment is 
working with the other provinces 
and the federal government on a 
committee called the Healthy Lawns 
Strategy to come up with better con- 
trols and guidelines governing the 
sale and application of herbicides 
and pesticides. 

One of things McLean stresses is 
the need to precede any insecticide 
and pesticide bans with education 
campaigns to avoid situations, like 
the one in Halifax, where le are 
using as much weed and bug killers 
‘ ever, despite legislation against

Wedding vows 


WITH POPULAR OPINION SPLIT ON 
gay marriage, it’s not surprising that 
the federal government would avoid 
the topic altogether. That’s why 
when an Ontario Superior Court 
ruled in favour of gay marriages 
recently, the government chose to 
appeal the decision to the Supreme 
Court, seeking “further clarity.” In 
effect, the expensive appeals process 
relieves the government from any 
tough decisions for at least a couple 


ears. 

“We're very disappointed by the 
lack of leadership and a Jack of com- 
mitment to the Charter of Human 
Rights,” says John Fisher of Egale 
Canada, a national gay rights organi- 
zation based in Ottawa. “For too 
long the federal government has 
waited for the courts to decide. And 
now, when they do, the government 
decides to appeal.” 

Earlier this week, a government 
source confirmed that they were 
exploring the option of getting out of 
the marriage business altogether and 
leaving it to ia churches. Civil mar- 
riages would be replaced by legal 
unions, which would have the same 
tax benefits as marriages. But critics 
of leg 
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While Fisher is disappointed with 
the federal government's decision to 
fight the Ontario court ruling, he’s 
confident that gay marriages will 
eventually be allowed in Canada. 

“The government may have one 
foot set in the past, but I think it’s 
clear from the reaction of the courts 
and the Human Rights Commission. 
And polls show younger Canadians 
are overwhelmingly supportive of 
gay marriage. It’s just a question of 
when.”

Stinky sink 


LAST WEEK OTTAWA ANNOUNCED 
that it will spend $8 million to 
research carbon sinks “to better 
understand their role in the climate 
system.” What the feds are really 
saying is that theyre planning to use 
Canada's vast tracts of forests as a 
credit against Kyoto emissions- 
reduction commitments. 

The theory is that those nasty 
emissions are absorbed, to some 
extent, by our billions of trees, so 
Canada shouldn’t have to reduce its 
emissions as much as, say, Australia. 
It’s a neat and efficient way to look 
as though we're solving the problem 
of climate change without doing 
anything at all. But as our federal 
government may soon find out on 
its own, the theory is flawed. 

According to a study printed 
about year ago in Nature, carbon will 
only be absorbed by the “sinks” up 
until a certain point. As the planet 
continues to warm, it will reach a 
critical temperature around the year 
2050 when the sinks will stop soak- 
ing up carbon and start spewing it 
back into the environment. In the 
words of the estimable Bill 
McKibben, author of The End of 
Nature, “Give a temperate forest a 
tropical climate and it turns into the 
biological equivalent of a coal-fire 
power plant.” That would translate 
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into 200 parts per million more car- _

How to make medicare viable again 


THERE IS A HEATED DEBATE BEING 
waged about the future of 
Canadian health care. There are 
reports and commissions, recom- 
mendations and speeches, and all 
kinds of conflicting information. 
In the past year, health-care issues 
have become as strange and con- 
voluted as a polygamist’s family 
tree. Why so many players? How 
are the issues related? Who’s real- 
ly getting screwed? 

In an effort to untangle the 
issues, SEE Magazine spoke to 
Tammy Horne, an independent 
researcher and consultant on 
health promotion and health poli- 
cy. What follows is undoubtedly 
yet another biased take on health- 
care issues, but we can tell you 
that it’s a bias that favours small 
people rather than big business, it 
endeavours to protect the longevi- 
ty of universal medicare rather 
than encouraging the privatization 
of health care and, if the Alberta 
government adopted some of 
these recommendations, health 
care would cost a whole lot less. 

Horne, with about 15 years 
experience in health-care consult- 

ing and policy-making, was one of 
the co-authors of the Parkland 
Institute’s Reclaiming Medicare: a 
response to the Mazankowski 
Misdiagnosis, a comprehensive 
report released in May that 
claimed that the Alberta govern- 
ment is ignoring key evidence in 
its health policy-making. Namely, 
the authors assert that Alberta is 
trying to privatize health care 
despite the fact that the evidence 
in the Mazankowski Report points 
in the opposite direction: 

“| think the government would 
like there to be evidence to sup- 
port private-for-profit [health 
care], but it just isn’t there. I’ve 
actually looked for it,” Horne said 
ina recent interview. “Decisions 
are only made by governments 
partly based on evidence. Values 
and ideologies of the government 
in power also come into play. 

“The whole Alberta Advantage 
concept, for example, is based on 
strengthening business and 
assuming that’s good for the rest 
of us. And in some areas that’s not 
necessarily the case. One of them 
is health care. When you bring the 
profit motive in, it costs more, it’s 
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But Horne is an optimist and 
she’s more interested in finding 
the antidote than picking at scabs.

“To truly reform the health-care 
system, we need to look at prima- 
ry health care, so we're not just 
looking at treating disease, we're 
also looking at keeping people 
healthy. One of the better models 
for that is the community health 


centre (CHC).”

There are currently only three 


CHCs in Alberta. Other provinces, 
however, have lots more — 
Ontario has 56 (and 100 more in 
the works) and Quebec has 146. 
Horne chaired the board of 
Edmonton's only CHC, Boyle- 
McCauley, in the wy and saw the 





the funders and are usually quite 
innovative in how they do 
things,” says Horne. “They deal 
with social determinants of health 
like housing, poverty and so on 
because they’re embedded in the 
community and they collaborate 
with other agencies that do that 
kind of work.” 

Unlike government-run clinics, 
says Horne, a CHC is ina position 
to respond to its community's 
needs. During her tenure at Boyle- 
McCauley, the board was told that 
a lot of the centre’s patients were 
suffering from dental problems 
and couldn’t afford to see a dentist. 
In response, the clinic started to 
offer emergency dental services for 
patients without medical coverage. 

The addition of a dentist to the 





centre’s staff illustrates another 
CHC advantage, its diverse staff, 
which is made up of doctors and 
various kinds of nurses and social 
workers. This means that when 
patients walk through the door, 
ea are not immediately brought 
e doctor, as they at fe ay 
clinics ber ea ather, 


staff member can 
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“The health system will only be 
able to show success if they are 
collaborating with other sectors,” 
notes Horne. “You can have health 
professionals who are aware of the 
importance of housing and incom. 
to health, but if you have welfare 
rates that haven't increased for 10 
years and if you have a govern- 
ment that doesn’t want to get 
involved in housing, then you 
won't really improve the health of 
your population.” 

The Mazankowski Report does 
briefly touch upon the subjects of 
child poverty and income and 
education, but Horne points out 
that those are the only topics from 
the report that are not included in 
the official government recom- 
mendations. 

“The government wants people 
to take more responsibility for 
their health, yet when parents on 
low income want to take responsi- 
bility for the kids, they don’t have 
the resources to do so,” criticizes 

Horne. She quotes a recent study 

that found that if the Alberta gov- 
ernment paid parents $300 more 

per month in welfare payments, it | 
would save $1500 a month in 
child welfare costs and allow the j 
parents to take responsibility for 
the kids they want to take care of 
in the first place. 

“We have a lot of policies that 
undermine health in this 
province,” laments Horne. But 
with the right changes, she 
believes it can turn around. 

Recently, more clinics have been 
adopting the CHC model, with 
the exception of the community 
board. Horne cautions that these 
clinics will have to be very atten- 
tive to the community’s needs, but 
lauds the government for its 
efforts. Like the CHCs, the new 
clinics are paying their staff 
salaries, which Horne sees as big 
advantage, since the doctors aren't 
so intent on.cranking through 
patients. She would, however, like 
to see health-centre doctors paid 
at least as much as their fee-for- 
service counterparts. The 
increased expense, she says, 
would be made up for in long- 

term health savings. 

“Mazankowski talks about pay- 
ing doctors differently, but my 
contention is that simply paying 
them differently doesn’t matter. 
The only way you can get the sav- 
ings and get better quality health 
care is if you have heath profes 
sionals working sO.

Tadpole has legs

“If we do not find things pleasant,

One of the pleasant surprises of 
aging is that young people remain so 
young. When, after years of being 
pummelled by love, a spring lamb 
offers itself up to your battle-scarred 
self with purity of heart and that 
reckless, tireless enthusiasm of the 
young, it’s shocking. Remember 
how nice it was? 

Tadpole is the story of a May- 
December romance, but instead of 
focusing on the age gap (25 years, 
which more than flirts with ickiness), 
it's really about rediscovering that 
zest that’s often lost in the course of 


learning life’s painful lessons. 
Although Tadpole makes references 
to The Graduate, it’s more akin to 
Harold and Maude in its message 
about savouring life, feeling every- 
thing as deeply as possible and all 
that dippy, flaky stuff which we all 
know is a lot more fun than becom- 
ing crusty and world-weary. 

. Younger than springtime is Oscar 
Grubman (Aaron Stanford). He is 15, 
son of a Manhattan academic (John 
Ritter) and tragically in love with his 
stepmother, Eve (Sigourney 
Weaver). Oscar is one of those boys, 
smart and weird and a reader of phi- 
losophy, whose age has yet to catch 
up to his taste for smart and weird 
women. He is set on confessing his 
feelings over Thanksgiving week- 
end, but fate, alcohol and hormones 
derail his plans in the form of a one- 
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night-seduction of Eve's best friend, 
Diane (Bebe Neuwirth). 

Okay, so Diane never has that 
“T've committed a crime” moment 
that she probably should. Instead, 
she finds the whole matter hilarious, 
but is surprised at the same time to 
find Aaron has some of the qualities 
lacking in her more age-appropriate 
suitors: passion for ideas, attentive- 
ness, and the ability to love with 
abandon. The moral relativism of the 
women in this tale is overlooked, but 
the point being made is metaphori- 
cal. Maturity we gain from experi- 
ence, but there are benefits to “being 
young”: we relearn how to be gener- 
ous-hearted and open to surprises. 

Chatty, witty scenes are intercut 
with quotes from Voltaire, but the 
film also includes other cheeky refer- 
ences to that comic philosopher 
embedded in the plot. Eve uncén- 
sciously recites Wallace Stevens’ 
“not the idea of things, but the thing 
itself,” a reiteration of the advice 
Voltaire’s Martin gives to callow 
Candide: stop with the theorizing 
and “let us cultivate our garden.” 
But there are details like the hum- 
mingbird fridge magnets that sug- 
gest the Grubman home is Oscar's El 
Dorado — the land of milk and 
honey, but a paradise he must leave 
in order to continue his search for 
love. 

Writer/Director Gary Winick pro- 
duced Ethan Hawke's Chelsea Walls, 
among other films, making him a 
particularly well-connected indepen- 
dent filmmaker. So, although 
Tadpole is visibly low-budget 
(maybe a little under-rehearsed and 
shot sometimes sloppily on digital 
video), the cast is exceptionally 
strong, particularly young Aaron 
Stanford who is absolutely believ- 
able as a teen seducer of middle- 
aged women. On top of that, at long 
last you see the pairings of Ripley 
and Jack Tripper onscreen, as well 
Eve and Lilith! Clever. 

Tadpole’s strength lies primarily in 
its clever dialogue and literariness. 
In no way is it ever heavy. In fact, at 
a mere 80 minutes, the movie's a 
quick snack that’s rich in subtext but 
still feels light as air. Quite a pleasant 
way to spend an evening, plus you 
have time left over for a biscuit and 
coffee.

THE COUNTRY BEARS IS LESS A 
movie than something you might 
encounter in one of the more 
obscure K-Days exposition halls, 
perhaps opening for the Superdogs. 
Essentially, it’s a fairly inexplicable 
re-enactment of The Blues Brothers, 
involving animatronic bears blessed 
with only slightly greater emotional 
range than Dan Aykroyd. Still, con- 
sidering the other half of its pedi- 
gree, a Disney World ride called 
Country Bear Jamboree that nobody 
remembers, it’s not particularly bad. 
Granted, we'd all rather see a movie 
based on Space Mountain, but we 
aren’t quite It’s A Small World territo- 
ry either, as we watch young Beary 
(so named because he’s a bear, and 
the writers went to funny camp this 
summer) abandon his adoptive 
human family to reunite his 
favourite electric jug band, The 
Country Bears. 

If only getting the band back 
together was accomplished solely in 
the John Landis way, with meander- 
ing cameos by famous musicians 
punctuated by performances from 
same, this movie could probably 
have equalled The Blues Brothers 
(though that may be questionable 
praise). Still, while it’s in gear, Brian 
Setzer’s sleazy house band is a treat, 
and Jennifer Paige does a nice riff on 
Aretha Franklin’s sassy waitress. 
Elton John, although he doesn’t sing, 
wears a funny hat. The music itself, 
done by John Hiatt, is solid Eagles-y 
country rock (no surprise, consider- 
ing an abundance of Don Henley), 
but chances are the kids seeing this 
movie would prefer a calypso crab 
or a singing teapot to all this mom- 
and-dad (or grandma-and-grandpa) 
music. 

Like the music, the humour is 
often a good 20 years over the heads 
of its target audience. In-jokes play- 
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Thank God I’m a hairy boy 





ing off the weird alternaverse where 
nobody notices that there are bears 
walking among us are obviously 
there for the parents in the crowd, 
but when this thread is dropped 30 
minutes in, it kills the gag and prob- 
ably confuses the little ones even 
more. Still, there are a couple of 
laughs, mostly courtesy of Big Al the 
grizzly groundskeeper and a sur- 
prisingly funny Diedrich Bader (of 
The Drew Carey Show). Christopher 
Walken is slumming it, though, and 
he’s probably too scary for the 
adults, let alone the kiddies. 
Although it’s a headscratcher why 
anyone decided to greenlight some- 
thing that could not conceivably 
have looked good on paper, The 
Country Bears is amiable enough in a 
low-key, down-home kinda way. 
But if your kids are the kind easily 
traumatized by visits to Chuck E. 
Cheese or other establishments filled 
with grinning robotic beasties, 
they'll be better off elsewhere.

IT’S THE CLASSIC LOVE TRIANGLE: 
a girl, a boy and his mommy. 
Overbearing parents are a 
favourite foe in romantic movies, 
but rarely are they looked on as 
bitterly as in first-time director 
Dover Kosashvili’s Last Marriage. 
His examination of traditional 


Jewish marriage arrangements in 
Israel makes the practice seem 
downright creepy, as one family 
tries desperately to find the per- 
fect bride for their obstinate son. 
It’s essentially the old story of 
star-crossed lovers battling over- 
protective family and oppressive 
religious practices. Zaza (Lior 
Louie Ashkenazi) is a 31-year-old 
philosophy student who is in love 
with beautiful divorcée Judith 
(Ronit Elkabetz). But Zaza’s sti-

flingly traditional Jewish parents 
want him to marry a virgin — the 
younger the better. 

The early scenes of the movie 


are an unflinching look at a long, 
uncomfortable visit with the fami- 
ly of Llana (Ava Steinovits Laor), 
a 17-year-old perspective bride. 
Initially, the actors’ performances 
seem deliberately wooden — 
accentuating how truly miserable 
their characters are — but they 
remain stilted, in many cases, 
throughout the film. 

There's a sinister level to the 
familiar story. The younger gener- 
ation is not just held back, they are 
emasculated by their overbearing 
parents. Zaza’s parents, Lily (Lili 
Kosashvili, the director's real life 
mother) and Yasha (Moni 
Moshonov), want not only to 
choose their son’s bride but to 
completely control his sexuality — 
going so far as to slip a love 
charm, a circumcised baby’s fore- 
skin, wrapped in a cloth, under 
Llana’s bed. 

The tension relaxes a great deal 
when Judith appears. As a strug- 
gling single mother, Elkabetz dis- 
plays an easy charm that would 
knock a few Hollywood actresses 
flat on their asses. She and 
Ashkenazi have a great deal of 
chemistry. The surprisingly long 


and explicit love scene in which 
they nonchalantly walk around 
naked is one of the best portrayals 
of real lovers I’ve seen in a long 
time. Their comfort with each 
other bodes well. 

Ultimately, however, this film 
takes a stance on youthful rebel- 
lion that is as uncomfortable as it 
is unusual. The younger lovers try 
to defy a set of conventions so 
deeply ingrained in their culture 
that it threatens their lives. 

Throughout the film, however, | 
felt that I was missing something 
— some vital key to understand- 
ing a long cultural dialogue large- 
ly alien to my own. I wanted very 
badly to feel connected to the 
characters, but there were just too 
many of them, each with unex- 
plored pasts that influenced their 
actions in ways that are never 
clearly explained. The only thing 
that is clear is that everyone in this 
movie who is married is painfully 
unhappy as a result of having 
been forced to marry someone not 
of their own choosing — a judg- 
mental perspective for a film that 
tries very hard to be realistic.

ONCE AGAIN, THE CLEATS ARE GOING 
on indefinite hiatus. But this time, a 
lot more souls will mourn their pass- 
ing. The Cleats are serious about 
success, and one of their guitarists 
has been called away to medical 
school. 

“I told them they could keep it 
going,” insists deserter Chris 
Venner, but his departure was 
enough to fold the entire band. 

The Cleats introduced our city to 
street-level punk played with techni- 
cal wizardry in 1996, although 
Venner has an additional year’s 
experience with bassist/ vocalist Nik 
Kozub in the long-forgotten ska 
group Skeptics. And don’t forget 
their six-year history includes long 
layoffs when Kozub went on tour 
with Captain Tractor as the sound 
guy. 

“That's been the story with us all 
along,” Venner says. “There's 
always shit happening. It’s been the 
best band I've been in, but also the 
most frustrating.” 

While Kozub was island-hopping 
on the other side of the planet, his 
band waited around loyally for his 
eventual return, not once consider- 
ing a replacement or moving on. 

“When Nik went away it was at a 
time when we all knew we were 


gonna be the Cleats,” Venner recalls. 
“That's what it always was for us — 
playing the music you wanna play 
with the people you wanna play 
with. But I do it with people who 
have so much going on in their 
lives.” 

All members of the Cleats have 
their hands full: new guitarist Eric 
Budd spent the summer jamming 
with his other band, the Operators, 
and he’s spent the last month in 
Vancouver in engineering job-place- 
ment. Kozub has his Vancouver 
band Veal to fall back on, as well as 
some hefty travel plans — when he’s 
not busy in his basement studio 
recording albums for the likes of 
Riot99 and Wednesday Night 
Heroes, as well as a goodbye EP 
release from the Cleats. 

“1 don’t think it will be the 
absolute end of the Cleats,” Venner 
says, “but the shows will be few and 
far between. Our lives are about to 
get crazy. I suppose it’s a natural 
time to go on indefinite hiatus. We 
will play again someday — I just 
don’t know when.” 

Venner is on his way to an inten- 
sive three-year medical program at 
the University of Calgary, followed 
by doctoral studies in England. 

“T always knew that someday at 
some point I'd have to make sacri- 
fices,” says Venner, although he 
swears never to give up music com- 
pletely. “I don’t really know where 
I’m going to end up. I'd sort of like 
to go into pediatrics. I wanna end up

in a field that allows me to do it all: 
keep the research up but also stay in 
touch with patients.” 

The Cleats built up some critical 
momentum with their full-length 
album and split 7", but those days 
are at a temporary end. On the 
bright side, once he returns, the 
Edmonton punk scene may offer its 
own health-care package. If you ask 
him for medical advice at a show, he 
might whip out his bedside manner 

“Td do it for the Edmonton music 
scene to keep those guy alive,” he 
says. “As long as I don’t end up in 
proctology,” he laughs. “The last 
thing I want is Graeme [from 
Wednesday Night Heroes] coming 
up to me and telling me ‘he has a 
sore ass.”

IT WAS A YEAR AGO THIS WEEKEND 


that the Blueberry Bluegrass 
Festival blossomed, and in a big 
way. The little festival out in the 
sticks had been catering to the 
same loyal bunch of bluegrass 
fanatics for the previous 14 years 
and doing a fine job of it. 

Fans had been treated to first- 
class acts, particularly in the ‘90s, 
from Bill Monroe, the father of 
bluegrass, to other pioneers of the 
genre like J.D. Crowe and Mac 
Wiseman. Some of the heaviest 
hitters of the day, including Del 
McCoury and young sensation 
Chris Thile and his bandmates in 
Nickel Creek, also knocked off 
three brilliant sets the years they 
were booked. As an aside, those 
are two of the toughest acts to nail 
down in the world of acoustic 
music these days. 

Crowds grew marginally year 
by year and the reputation of 
Blueberry seemed to be reaching 
people all over the prairies and 


into the U.S., but our community 
wasn’t taking the bait in the way 
one would expect, given the quali- 
ty of talent being booked. 

Then something clicked within 
the collective psyche of acoustic 
roots music fans last year and 
suddenly a huge audience beat a 
trail out to the Stony Plain 
Exhibition Park for the show that 
was headlined by the Seldom 
Scene, Ginger Boatwright and the 
Liberty Bluegrass Boys. 

While advance sales were better 
than ever, no one, least of all the 
organizers would have predicted 
that over,1500 people would buy 
single tickets on the Saturday 
afternoon and find out what they 
had been missing all these years.

It’s a musical called Stubble 
Jumpers, but it’s not about farm- 
ing. It’s really about the young + 

ys who went out to fight in 
WWII and the families they left 
behind. 

It's produced through Fringe 
Theatre Adventures’ Imagine pro- 
gram, which is a kind of theatre 
summer camp for young dramatic 
types to spend a month learning, 
planning and actually performing 
a play. Aside from the director 
and other key mentors, this large, 
ambitious musical production fea- 
tures the work of only young 
actors and technicians-in-training. 

The story is set right at the 
beginning of the Second World 
War, in Prince Albert, Sask. 
Young women and men are excit- 
ed about what the future holds: 
the freedom of adulthood to pur- 
sue their dreams of farming, get- 
ting married and starting families, 
maybe a little travel to Saskatoon 
or beyond. Community dances 
provide some social structure, but 


J 
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otherwise it’s a matter of just wait- 
ing for life to happen. 

June and Larry are sweethearts 
hell-bent on livin’, laughin’, lovin’ 
and gettin’ hitched. Then the war 
intervenes. All the young men 
want to enlist, with the promise of 
adventure and exotic girls, but the 
young men’s fantasies turn to hor- 
ror when they are called into an 
international squabble that they 
barely understand. 

The charismatic young cast han- 
dles the material well. There are 
some really strong singers in 
there, especially Doug Nyback, 
who plays Larry. Musically, the 
whole cast is rock solid, with 
some very pretty choral singing 
by the girls and some hammy 
swing-jive sequences. 

But I can’t really say it’s a good 
time. It’s not the kids’ fault. It’s 
not a great play. No doubt about 
it. The plot is entirely predictable. 
Who’s gonna make it owe? The 
newlywed? The 17-year-old 
whose mom keeps singing about 
his safe return? And the girl with 
the unrequited love who followed 
her man onto the front? They all 
bite the biscuit. Mothers wait for 
letters, wives wait for letters. 
There’s a Rosie the Riveter scene. 
Plus, the main song, about the 
nation calling her young men to 
war, sounds eerily like J Enjoy 





The girls they left behind 
—_$ 
Being a Girl. 

Again, I don’t blame the kids. It 
must be hard to really sell the 
songs when they are so goofy. In 
spite of that, they do a bang-up 
job with what they’ve got. It’s not 
their fault that the direction turns 
from flirtatious to raunchy in the 
English pub. Where a girl should 
merely sit on a soldier's lap, 
instead she straddles him. Is that 
really necessary? And the show 
ends with the entire cast marching 
in formation and saluting — after 
all the talk about the tragedy of 
war, it ends up glamourizing the 
very predicament that has taken 
the lives of sons and husbands. 

Nevertheless, the inherent mes- 
sage is timely. It’s important to 
remember that kids get killed in 
war, and that those “sacrifices,” 
poetic though that sounds, are 


actual body counts. Considering 
that the world has been at war in 
some place or other almost contin- 
uously as long as we can remem- 
ber,.now more than ever it’s time 
to make the connection between 
the economic/ political systems 
we support and our personal 
choice to either fight or negotiate. 
In one scene, the drill sergeant 
sings that at home he used to be a 
gentle man, but has learned to 
love sadistically whipping these 
soft, naive boys into shape. It’s a 
little creepy, considering the 
recent rash of military-wife slay- 
ings in North Carolina. When you 
drill into young men and women 
that it’s okay to kill people, there 
are going to be consequences.

The Rocky Horror Show, a stage 
and screen cult classic, has been fit 
admirably onto the Walterdale 
stage by director Richard

space. 

The success of this production is 
due in no small part to a kickin’ 
chorus that definitely holds its 
own.

The Yokozuna folks have gone 
to some pains to give their restau- 
rant a Japanese feel with screens, 
tatame rooms, kimonoed servers 
and Japanese tapestries, so you’re 
inclined to overlook the drop ceil- 
ing and tightly arranged tables. 
The menu is. appealingly broad, 
incorporating sushi, maki and 
sashimi as well as cooked entrees 
and appetizers. 

My dining companions and I 
started the meal with edamame 
($3.25), which are simply boiled, 


salted soybeans served in the pod. 


Slightly crunchy, slightly sweet 
and very salty, they didn’t last 


__ long and tasted especially good 


with the ice-cold Kirin we were 
drinking. We also sampled the 
hiyayakko, a preparation of soft 
tofu that one of my co-diners 
claimed would cool us down on 
that sweltering day. If you don’t 
like tofu, you'll likely prefer to 
“sweat, as the preparation does lit- 
‘tle to obscure the taste or texture. 
For the main course, | ordered

sushi ($3.50 each). 
od tempura lies in 


ered grilled chicken chunks sepa- 
rated by green onion spears and 
slathered with a slightly sweet 
barbecue sauce. Once again, the 
skill of the cook was evident in the 
tenderness of the chicken, and 
onions were a fine complement to 
its seasoning. The sushi, too, was 
fresh and tender and cut to gener- 
ous size, One of my companions 
couldn’t finish his massive serv- 
ing of Yokozuna Roll — an inside- 
out maki with crab, avocado, egg 
and eel — so I poached a piece 
and found the eel a particularly 
toothsome addition to what was 
otherwise similar to a California 
roll. 

My second visit was over lunch, 
where my dining companions 
(different ones) and I were seated 
in a tatame room that allowed us 
plenty of elbow room. Bento 
boxes are generally a safe bet for 
someone who wants to sample 
widely from the menu. The one | 
ordered featured soup, chicken 
teriyaki, green salad in a creamy 
dressing, rice and sashimi. The 
soup was not the traditional miso, 
but a clear broth with bits of sea- 
weed, onions and tofu which 
wasn’t excessively flavourful, but 
went down well enough. Miso 
was evident in the delicious salad 
dressing, and the salad itself was 
simple but well made. The chick- 
en teriyaki was more like a bread- 
ed chicken cutlet, battered, deep- 
fried and coated in teriyaki sauce, 
whereas the teriyaki I’m used to is 
usually of a crispier variety. All 
the same, the meat was moist and 
tasty and the preparation wasn’t 
heavy or oily. The sashimi selec- 
tion comprised tuna, salmon and 
yellowtail served on a nest of 
shredded daikon. It was, as I had 
discovered on my previous visit, 
the epitome of what people love 
raw fish for — the subtle taste 
which emerges through the nasal 
burn of the wasabi and the salty 
tang of the soya sauce: the buttery 
consistency, the slight chewiness 
of the yellowtail... lt doesn’t take 
much to make me happy, and in 
this case, it only cost me $8.75. 

One more Japanese food vendor 
on the block? Suits me. In fact, if 
we're all lucky, maybe this will 
spark a price war.

Art thugs challenge established rivals 


GUILT BY ASSOCIATION 

The Cobras (Heartless Art Thugs) 
Until August 31 

Latitude 53 Galle: 


THEY MAY SOUND LIKE A BUNCH 
of hooligans, but the Cobras are 
one skate gang you won't catch 
vandalizing your property. They 
use their artistic abilities far more 
constructively. You can see the 
fruits of their efforts in the Projex 
room of Latitude 53 gallery, where 
an odd conglomeration of works 
tells the story of their mix of nos- 
talgia and playful megalomania. 
But, wait a minute, who are these 
Cobras, these skaters with paint- 
brushes? 

For the real story, you can talk 
to Matt Cobra (known to his par- 
ents as Matt Whitson), a recent 
poli-sci grad from the U of A 
whose connection with these self- 
described “heartless art thugs” 
goes back to the very beginning, 
when four friends “were talking 
about our times of youth,” he 
explains. “We had a nostalgia for 
the days of having roaming 
swarms of friends who just skate- 
board around during the day. You 
just hung out with your friends in 
the sun. Those were really impor- 
tant times for us... something we 
missed. A bunch of us decided to 
get together and start skateboard- 





ing again. From there we got play- 
ful with the idea of camaraderie.” 

What began as a joke quickly 
grew into something much more 
serious: a gang, complete with a 
secret handshake and a (sort of) 
gruelling initiation ritual. “You 
have two founding fathers stand- 
ing on either side of you and we 
give you a collective snake bite 
[by putting both hands firmly on 
the initiate’s arm and twisting in 
opposite directions] at the same 
time. If you can withstand that 
horror and that terror, you're a 
Cobra.” 

But the tie that really binds this 
gang together hasn’t really got all 
that much to do with breaking the 
law, or even skateboarding, for 
that matter. “We come from a lot 
of different backgrounds,” says 
Matt. “The art angle came out 
because our talents lay far more in 
the artistic side of things rather 
than the technical side of skate- 
boarding. Most of the people are 
involved in art in some way or 
another but that’s not mandatory 
for being a Cobra.” 

To Matt, visual art is a natural 
extension of board craft. 
“Esthetics are really important in 
skateboarding,” he explains. “A 
lot of skateboarders are really 
involved in the art world, people 
like Ed Templeton, for example,

are doing shows. I think there’s a 
relationship in terms of counter- 
cultures and skateboarding being 
something that came up out of the 
underground, just the same as cer- 
tain art movements.” For his part 
of the show, Matt, who came to 
visual design “just for the fun of 
it,” created a pair of digital prints. 
One, entitled bringing fear, destruc- 
tion and new beginnings to most of 
the continental u.s.a, features a 
graphic of a snake winding its 
tongue around the top of the 
Empire State Building. He

explains that, like his gang, the 
title is a lot less sinister than it 
may seem. “It had a lot to do with 
my personal take on starting to 
skateboard again, being some- 
what older [the average age of a 
Cobra is 26] and having bones 
that are far more brittle than when 
I was young. Taking falls and 
things like that at this point is on 
the terrifying side... At first it’s a 
frightening thing to think ‘I’m 
going to break my wrist.’ Picking 
yourself off the concrete and keep- 
ing going is the new beginning.” 


This show may just be the 
beginning for the Cobras but, con- 
sidering their intense camaraderie 
and inventive imagination, 
chances are it won’t be the last. 
However, Matt points out, “If we 
want to be pretentious and call it a 
movement, it can’t last without 
some kind of change, so there’s 
been talk about evolving into a 
classic car gang called the Furies.” 

Whatever they’re called, this 
gang is planning on taking over
